tioned, excepting White-peaſe allanerly, under the pain of Confiſcation of the * 
ſaid Vietual, the one half to the perſon or perſons who ſhall Seize or make Diſco- 
very, and prove the [mporting of the ſame, either contrary to Our former Pro- 
clamation, of the Date the fixth Day of Janwary, 1691, or to theſe Preſents; and 
the other half thereof, with the Ships, Barks or Boats, wherein the ſame ſhall be 
Imported : to Our Theſaury, for Our uſe, and other Puniſhments to be inflicted 
upon them, conform to the As of Parliament made thereanent 3 And Orduins all 
Our ColleQors, Surveyers, and Waiters within this Kingdom, and the re{peCtive 
Ports, Harbours, and Places, where they ſerve, to ſee this At punRually obe 
ſerved, as they will be anſwerable aggheir higheſt peril ; Wich Certification to 
ſuch as ſhall be-found negligent therein, they ſhall incur the loſs of their reſpettive 
Offices OUR WILL 1IS HEREFORE, and WeChargeyouſtrait-
